A Shocking Accident. —O0 Monday last, (says 
tne Baltimore North American) Thomas Ar- 
sold, a blacksmith, and Hepry Beety, a fous- 
der, were both killed af Cecil furnace, by 
the unexpected discharge of a cannoa, which 
they were proving dor theruse of the United 
States, The piece'(a twenty-four pounde:) 
bad been about two hotrs’frevibusly proves 
along with a number of Other cannoa, lately 
cast at this furnace ; bug as itisdeemed neces- 
ary, it wasihen again about to be submitted 
toa second proof, when the ace'dent hap pen- 
ed. The above two onfortunaie men, were 
with cheerfulaess, inthe act of charging the 
prece, when from an ucsmepected cause, the 
explosion took place and they were both laun- 
ched instantly from time to eternity. Ther 
bodies were blown off to the distance of two 
hondred yards or upwards, and their mangled 
limbs ‘seattered over the fields, ia the most 
shocking manner, 

This deplorabl » accident could nly he ac- 
counted for either on the supposition that some 
grit or gravel, was accidentally introduced 
into tle piece with the paper cartridge, or 
that some part of the cartridge previously 
wed, had remasaed in a state of combustion
